The Town of Fort Erie's newest chief 
administrative officer said a talented 
and dedicated staff combined with "a 
new and eager council" helped him to

After four years of searching, the 
Town of Fort Erie announced Friday 
that Kuchyt would become the next 
CAO effective June 1. 

The position was left vacant when 
Harry Schlange left the job to go on to 
become the CAO for the Niagara 
Region. As an interim measure, Kuchyt 
said the position was rotated between 
town staff. Kuchyt assumed the role of 
interim CAO in January 2014 and has 
held the position ever since. 

“We decided to do a rotation until we 
found somebody permanently. But, the 
previous council decided it would be 

thought it would be better for staff to 
report to one person (until a permanent 
CAO could be hired).” 

Kuchyt admitted there was “a little 
hesitation” to take the position. 


“It’s a big task. It’s not just steering 
the ship straight, you’ve got to give 
direction and keep up morale.” 

But after he took some time to con¬ 
sider it, Kuchyt said he realized he was 
up for the challenging task of serving as 
CAO. 

“I’ve enjoyed the last year and a half 
(as interim CAO). I’ve learned a lot with 
the new mayor and council. I like this 
group, they are energetic and eager to 
make changes.” 

One of his first tasks includes filling 
empty positions at town hall, including 
his old job as director of the town’s 
infrastructure department. Kuchyt said 
he also hopes to improve communica¬ 
tion at town hall with a public relations 
and communications position. 

“I see a lot of things starting to grow 
here in Fort Erie. Once we can get the 
Canadian Motor Speedway moving 
along that will spark a lot of other inter¬ 
est in this town,” Kuchyt said. 

Kuchyt, who has more than 30 years 
of municipal engineering and manage¬ 
ment experience, was recruited in 2008 
to be the Town’s manager of the engi¬ 
neering division. 

He was appointed as the Town's 
director of infrastructure services in 
2013 where he oversaw engineering, 
facilities, roads, parks and cemeteries, 
transit, fleet and water and wastewater 
services.

Infrastructure covers new Liberal tax grab

W hen Premier Kathleen 
Wynne is about to take 
more money from 
Ontarians, she says the magic word 
that is supposed to make it all OK. 


When Wynne announced Ontario 
will introduce a cap-and-trade carbon 
pricing scheme, expected to pour up to 
$2 billion more a year into government 
coffers because of higher consumer 
prices, government officials said the 
money would go to environmental 
projects like transit infrastructure. 

Ditto when Wynne announced 
her mandatory Ontario Retirement 
Pension Plan for three million workers, 
to be paid for by a 1.9% annual payroll 
tax starting in 2017, matched by their 
employers, raising $3.5 billion a year. 

In her 2014 budget, Wynne’s 
officials said, "By... encouraging 
more Canadians to save through a 
proposed new Ontario Retirement 
Pension Plan, new pools of capital 
would be available for Ontario- 
based projects such as building 
roads, bridges and new transit.” 
Translation: More infrastructure. 

When Wynne announced her 
impending sale of 60% of Hydro 
One to the private sector, she said 
$4 billion of the $9 billion the 
government hopes to raise would 


go to transit and infrastructure. 

Same for the $100 million the 
government is planning to rake in 
through a new beer tax. 

But when, how and if this 
money is spent on infrastructure is 
anyone’s guess. 

Wynne’s Liberal predecessor, 
Dalton McGuinty, won power in 
2003 promising not to raise taxes 
and then imposed the largest single 
tax grab in Ontario history, more 
than $2 billion annually, which he 
said would be going into health care. 
Except we later learned some of the 
money went to general revenues, 
while health services were cut. 

What’s disturbing is the Liberals’ 
lack of focus on paying down 
Ontario’s $298.9-billion debt, up 115% 
from the $138.8 billion they inherited 
from the Conservatives in 2003. 

Or that this year, the Wynne 
Liberals will pay $11.4 billion 
financing that debt — up from $10.7 
billion last year — before paying a 
penny of the principal. 

The Liberals’ inability to control 
spending and debt is the reason 
they’re forever developing new ways 
to get more money out of taxpayers.

We still drive south on Kaobel 
Road to Welland in 2015. 

There are a few things that I miss. 
Heading north on Koabel Road, to 
the right, was a big, old oak tree. It’s 
gone now, but it used to hold 30 to 
40 turkey vultures. 

During those years, resting on the 
telephone wires, nearby was almost 
always a Kestrel, also known as a spar¬ 
row hawk. 

This article is about that beautiful 
raptor. The kestrel is the smallest 
member of the falcon family. So, 
you know that it is a very fast flyer. 

From head to tails, it’s only about 
12 inches long. The raptor's wing¬ 
span is about 30 inches. 

Like many raptors, the female is 
much heavier than the male. 

The male is beautifully coloured. It 
is one of my favourite birds to view. 

The kestrel is a daytime hunter. It 


prefers open field as found around 
south Kaobel Road. 

From its high perch on the tele¬ 
phone wires, it would soar off and 

Kestrels have keen eyesight as they 
survey the fields below. Their prey is 
usually mouse-sized mammals such 
as voles and shrews. They are excel¬ 
lent hunters. They hover facing into 
the wind and flapping and adjusting 
their long tails to stay in place. 

I've heard someone say that the

Councillors disagreed with a 
proposed education develop¬ 
ment charge that would see an 
extra $245 charge added to all 
new residential homes built in 
FortErie.

Dry spell 
brings low 
lake levels

Water levels in Lake Ontario 
and the St. Lawrence are low, 
but authorities say we're not yet 
in the deep. 

Rob Caldwell of Environment 
Canada says an especially dry 
and cold winter and early spring 
slashed water supplies, but that 
trend isn't expected to continue. 

As of last week, Lake Ontario 
waters are 19 cm below average, 
and 35 cm lower than last year. 

It has been five years since 
lake levels were this low at this 

"We do anticipate, with aver¬ 
age water supplies, that (levels) 
should rise to average by mid 
luly,” said Caldwell, who is also a 
representative with the Interna¬ 
tional St. Lawrence River Board 
of Control. He points out that in 
April, levels along the lake rose 
33 cm where they would nor¬ 
mally rise 21 cm. 


rently an issue and are now 2 
cm. above average. Lake levels 
themselves are mostly affected 
by surrounding water supplies. 

Michel le Boutilier, of the fed¬ 
eral fisheries and oceans depart¬ 
ment, said water levels for both 
Lake Ontario and the St Law¬ 
rence River are forecast to stay 
below average till mid-July. 

"immediate concern" to the 
department, as the water levels 
are not at extremely or histori¬ 
cally low levels, but strong winds 
or wave can temporarily change 
water levels by more than half a 
metre in some places, according 
to the board of control.

Phillips said from the last 
week of April to May, Niagara 
seen 15 mm. of precipitation 
and 80 mm is normal.

Even casting back from 
November to May shows total 
precipitation was about 60% of 
normal.
